NATIONAL BANKS, 
HOW TO REORGANIZE. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 
WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 13.—With reference 
to National bank charters. bank officers should 
remember that if they desire to avoid any possi- 
ble complication as to the time when their char- 
ters expire, their banks could be reorganized 


under the existing law without expense, and a |

NOTES AND NEWS. 
THE MARSHALS’ BILL, 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Wasuinoarow, D. C., Jan. 13.~—The bill provid- 
ing for the payment of the sums due Marshals 
and their deputies for services rendered since 
the close of the fiscal year, and for those to ac- 
crue during the remainder of the year, will be 
reported to the Appropriation Committee by the 
Sub-Committee on Thursday, and will go before 
the House next week. The regular Appropria- 
tion bill, which was vetoed and failed to pass 
at the extra session, contained a section 
(the second) prohibiting the payment of 
Marshals and Deputies for services at 
elections. This section will not be in the new 
bill. But the appropriations for Marshals will 
be made for specific purposes, and services at 
the polls will not be among the items. There 
will, of course, be some political debate on the 
bill, although the Democrats hope to avoid an 
extended one. Some of the Committee even go 
so far as tosay there will be no debate; but it 
will not be possible to avoid discussion. 

COUNTING THE ELECTORAL VOTE. 

The action of the House to-day in regard to 
the report from the Committee on Methods of 
Counting the Electoral Vote was an indication 
of an intention to give the subject full atten- 
tion. The bill was a special order for the 
29th of this month, and those sections of the Re- 
vised Statutes which it is to modify or repeal 
were ordered to be printed with the bill and the 
report. The bill presented from the Committee 
is the Bicknell bill of last session, which places 
the decision of all questions relating to the 
Electoral vote in Congress, and it goes to the ex- 
tent of allowing the Joint Convention to over- 
throw the highest tribunal of the State as to 
its vote, or even decide what vote shall be 
counted where only a semblance of a contest 
has been made. There is a disposition on both 
sides to pass a bill regulating the subject during 
the present session, but the chances are that it 
will be some such sweeping measure as this of 
Bicknell’s, since Democrats, in private conversa- 
tion, do not hesitate to declare that no power can 
deprive them of control in counting the next 
Electoral votes.

THE CHICAGO RIVER AND CANAL. 
It is now an ascertained fact that the pres- 


off the surplus water and thereby draining 
the Chicago River, is no longer sufficient. 
The deepening of the canal below the river 
level admitted the uninterrupted flow of the 
water from the river to the canal, but it did 
not increase the capacity of the canal for car- 
rying off the water of the river. The canal, 
therefore, failing to carry off sufficient river 
water to afford any relief to the city and to 
the public health, in the way of cleansing the 
‘river, the original evil not only exists 
so far as the health and comfort 
of Chicago are concerned, but it has been ex- 
tended also to all the towns along the canal 
and river through which the mere sewage 
stream passes. The original purpose, and the 
end originally sought by the improvement of 
the canal, was to provide a current of pure 
water from Lake Michigan through the Chi- 
cago River, and through the canal into the 
Illinois River; but, owing to the growth of 
the city, and the constantly increasing impu- 
rity of the river, the improvement of eight 
years ago ia no longer sufficient to keep the 
river clean, necessities of the city, and 
the loud, if not just, complaints of the people 
of ‘other cities, now demand immediate at- 
tention.

What will be the cost, immediate and in 
the future, of this plain, direct, and all-suf- 
ficient remedy for an evil which threatens to 
make Chicago an uninhabitable pest-house?

$10,000. (2) The building in which the pumps 
were located is still. standing, but held by 
private parties: it will cost possibly $5,000 to 
obtain possession and put it in order. (3) The 
pumping-works erected by the State and long 
in use, cost, twenty and more years ago, 
$42,000, Putting all the items together, the 
works, which it is claimed could be put in 
operating order In ninety days, may cost from 
$70,000 to $75,000. If these figures furnish 
even an approximation to the cost of putting 
of the pumping-works into operation,.then 
the cost becomes insignificant as compared 
with the results. 

This is a matter of such vita importance 
that it should attract the immediate and 
active interest not only of the City Council, 
but algo of the Citizens’ Association and of all 
citizens. Its importance to the city cannot 
be estimated in dollars and cents. It in- 
cludes the health and the preservation of life 
in this city. 

There may be some obstacles In the way of 
carrying out this plan, and the cost may, 
upon examination, be found to be much 
greater than is estimated; in fact, it has 
been strongly suggested that after all the 
most certain drainage can be secured by lo- 
cating the pumps at the dam erected to shut 
outthe water of the Desplaines River from the 
Ogden Ditch. This would obviate the imme- 
diate necessity of any lock or dam on the 
canal, and would require only an inexpen- 
sive dredging of the Ogden Ditch. The con- 
nection between the Chicago and Desplaines 
Rivers would be complete, and the water 
pumped from the Chicago River would be 
carried off by a natural and all-sufficient 
bed. The pumps at that point would not in- 
terfere with the navigation of the canal in 
any way, and the amount of water that could 
be pumped would be limited only by the 
capacity of the pumps. | 

The remedy of.pumping-works, however, is 
conceded to be the only one that can meet the 
emergency. The cost of operating these 
‘pumps would not exceed $100 per day, and the 
pumps would not be used more than 150 days 
in a year. An annual expenditure of $15,000 
would therefore be the whole cost of operat- 
ing. What we wish to impress on the public 
is the urgent necessity for early action, The 
whole subject should be Investigated, and, 
whatever plan be found the best, let the 
proper steps be taken to have it put in oper- 
ation at as early a day as practicable,

The mania for currency-tinkering seems to 
be inseparable from the average Congres- 
sional career. If a new or mediocre member 
tises to the dignity of a public bill (nearly 
all are equal to private bills), it is pretty sure 
to contain the gratuitous suggestion of some 


quack remedy for imaginary defects in the 
nioney system. The country is well content 


with the present abundance, stability, and 
uniformity of the currency, in which no dis- 
tinction is made between gold, silver, United 
States notes, and bank-notes; but Congreas- 
men riding hobbies, and those acting as the 
agents for factions and cliques, are willing 
to disturb the harmony of the present system, 
and to inflict upon business the evils of new 
agitation for the gratification of selfish aims. 

Mr. Forsythe, of this State, is seeking to 
rival Weaver, of Iowa, in a display of finance 
lunacy, When Weaver proposed to issue 
$500,000,000 in greenbacks, under the pretense 
of making good to the former soldiers the 
difference between the depreciated currency 
in which they were paid and the par value 
thereof, it was thought that the extreme 
limit of fat impertinence had been 
reached. But Mr, Forsythe has given 
an indication of new possibilities in 
the same direction. He has introduced a bill 
in which it is proposed (1) to withhold from 


the National banks the interest on the bonds 


which they have deposited in Washington as 
security for the redemption of their notes, 
and to apply this interest te the liquidation 
of the principal, and (Y when the banks 
shall retire their circulating notes as a means 
to secure their bonds and save them from 


repudiation, legal-tender Government notes 


to the same amount shall be put in eireula- 
tion by means of purchasing United States 
bonds. The only recompense which Mr. 
Forsythe proposes to give the banks for the 
confiscation of their bonds is to release them 
from the tax of M of 1 per cent half-yearly 
upon their cireulation; but even this con- 
cession does not seem to have been prompted 
by any desire to mitigate the Injury done to 
the banks, but in order to provide for a fur- 
ther issue of legal-tender scrip in payment 
of current Government expenses, equal to 
the amount of the bank tax thus repealed. 
So far as the Forsythe bill applies to the 


bonds owned by the National banks, his. 


proposition is an avowed scheme of repudia- 
tion, It has not even the merit of novelty, 
for it was at one time Andy Johnson’s 
opinion that the Government should pay off 
all its bonds by payment of interest alone, 
or, in other words, by indorsing the payment 
of every installment of interest upon the 


bond and reducing the principal to that c 


tent. Mr. Pendleton improved upon this 
idea by proposing to wipe out both principal 
and interest, and substituting non-interest- 
bearing and irredeemable scrip. Forsythe’s 
scheme is half-hearted and disingenuous. 
The bonds held by the National banks are 
precisely the same Government obligations 
as those held by private individuals; no rea- 
son could be invented for repudiating the 
payment of these particular bonds and not 
the others. The fact that the National 
banks have deposited their bonds in Wash- 
ington as security for their circulating notes 
in nowise changes the character of those 
securities nor affects the obligation of the 
Government. The truth is that Forsythe's 
purpose, like Weaver's, is simply to arrive, 
by a circuitous and dishonorable way, at an 
overwhelming issue of flat scrip. He knows 
that the banks would with one accord with- 
draw their circulation and go out of the 
banking business in order to save their 
bonds from confiscation, and this action 
would give the Government, under his bill, 
the eoveted opportunity for the fiat issue, 
which, once started, would not stop short of 
a deluge, 

Mr. Warner’s new bill, though not so inex- 
cusably senseless nor so deliberately vicious 
as Forsythe's, contemplates, nevertheless, an 
unwarranted and dangerous interference 
with the present admirable workings of the 
Free Banking law. In response to the de- 
mands of trade, and under the elastic privi- 
leges of the law, the National banks have 
been enlarging their circulation during the 
past few months at a rate varying from 
$2,500,000 to $5,000,000. Mr. Warner proposes 
to prohibit all further National-bank issues 
in the future, and to enable any increase of 
currency that may be needed by the issue of 
gold and silver certificates based upon the 


deposit of coin or bullion in the hands of the 


Government. The issue of certificates repre- 
senting an actual deposit of coin or bullion 
which is retained in the Treasury for the re- 
demption of such certificates is certainly a 
very much wiser and more honest scheme 
than the issue of Government scrip which 
represents nothing of tangible value; but 
Mr. Warner seems to ignore the important 


fact that the increase of bank currency with- 


in the past few months has been in addition 
to a very large resort to coin certificates,—a 
fact which seems to show that the increase of 
bank currency has been demanded by the 
business of the country over and above the 
coin resources. He also appears to be indif- 
ferent to the fact that the National banks are 
giving the people a currency absolutely se- 


foree of public opinion, the dictum of the 
Supreme Court, and the palpable 1 of 
their own claim. But the hard-hei and 
hard-hearted character of Maine Demo- 
crats, who are as intractable, obstinate, 
and perverse as they are selfish and 
bigoted, should have warned the Repub- 


licans that no sense of shame or injustice |. 


would cause them to sacrifice the smallest 
prospect of partisan advantage. Garcelon 
is a fair type of the Maine Democrat, and his 
conduct was a sufficient notice of the per- 
sistence with which his followers would 
pursue the temporary advantage he had 
placed in their hands. The Republicans 
should have asserted their right to organ- 
ize the Legislature from the very beginning. 

The Legislature organized by the Repub- 
licans is the only lawfully-constituted Legis- 
lature Maine has had this year. It is the 
only Legislature which has had a qiorum. 
If all the members who took their seats in 
the Rump had been honestly entitled to 
them, they would still be powerless to 
pass any legislation, or elect any offi- 
cers, or do any other act that would 
be binding upon the State, because 
there have been at no time enough members 
in both Houses to make up a constitutional 
quorum. The reverse is the case with the 
Legislature organized by the Republicans. 
Every man in his seat had the prima facie 
evidence of his election in the shape of the 
original returns, and the aggregate number 
in each House was large enough to form the 
quorum required by law. Nevertheless the 
Republicans evinced no disposition, as did 
the Fusionists, to force themselves upon the 
people of the State, nor to proceed without 
further ceremony te elect a Governor and 
administer the State Government. Recog- 
nizing the complication that had grown out 
of Garcélon’s high-handed proceedings, the 
Republicans merely organized for the pur- 
pose of asserting their rights, then invoked 
the authority of the Supreme Court to de- 
cide thereon, and have adjourned till Satur- 
day in order to procure a judicial interpre- 
tation of the controversy. 

If the Fusionists hope to save themselves 
from the lasting contempt of the people, and 
desire to avoid the responsibility of revolu- 
tion and bloody conflict, they will now follow 
the example the Republicans have set them, 
quietly await the Supreme Court’s action, 
and submit to the decision of that tribunal, 
whatever it may be, The State property and 
the publie peace are safe in the hands of Gen. 
Chamberlain, who has developed the judg- 
ment and courage adequate to his responsi- 
bility. The Supreme Court is constituted by 
the organic law of the State the final author- 
ity for the interpretation of the laws. The 
facts of the case are really notin dispute. 
It only remains, therefore, for a law-abiding 
people to peacefully await the opinion of the 
Court as to the lawful status of the contend- 
ing parties. Now that the Republicans have 
assumed this conservative position, any vio- 


lent resistance on the part of the Democrats, 


or any further chicanery designed to cheat 
the people of their lawful votes, will warrant 
the most extreme measures that may be

THE LEGAL-TENDER CASE. 

The Supreme Court of the United States 
has declined to advance upon its docket the 
case now pending before that Court to deter- 
mine the constitutionality of the reissue of 
such of the legal-tender notes of the United 
States as may have been presented at 
the Treasury and redeemed in coin, The 
case will therefore take its regular course, 
notwithstanding the urgent appeals of the 
New York press that it be acted on at once. 
The New York Times, in a recent issue, used 
this language: 

It is presented in a legmmate form, in a legal 
suit pending between citizens af different States, 
involving individual property rights, and cam- 
ing distinctly within .the jurisdiction of the 
Court, however rigidly defined. A decigion ren- 
dered with all the promptness consistent with 
proper deliberation not only could injure no 
general interest, but would promote interests of 
the highest possible importance, extent, and 
permanence,” 

It will be difficult to understand in what. 
special way any interests of the “ highest 
possible importance, extent, and perma- 
nence” could be promoted by a decision of 
this case at this time, The notes, besides 
being a legal-tender, are redeemable in coin 
on demand, and the fact that they are not 
presented for redemption or exchange for 
gold is evidence that they are preferred for 
general uses to the coin. If they were irre- 
deemable, or at a discount, we could under- 
stand the importance of having a currency 
at par; but the present preference for the 
paper shows that no interest, public or pri- 
vate, is to be promoted by their forced with- 
drawal. | 

The original act making Treasury notes 
a legal-tender was sustained by the Supreme 
Court on the ground that Congress was in- 
vested with all the powers necessary for the 
preservation of the Government of the United 
States; that, during the existence of a pro- 
tracted war, the use of money beyond the 
ordinary needs of the Government was 
essential; that Congress, having declared 
that the use of this money was a necessity, 
and that to meet this necessity this money 
should be raised in the form of legal-tender 
promissory notes, the Court recognized the 
exclusive authority of Congress to judge of 
the necessity and to provide the means for 
meeting that necessity. It was clearly a case 
falling within the judgment and discretion of 
the political department of the Government, 
whose decision was final and could not be 
disturbed by the Court. | 

The Court, therefore, determined that the 
act of Congress directing the issue of legal- 
tender paper money by the Govertiment was 
constitutional at the time and under the cir- 
cumstances when that act was passed, The 
ease now pending before the Court does not 
undertake to reverse the decision ot the 
Court, nor to question the constitutionality 
of the original issue of legal-tender paper. 
It is a case assuming that after Jan. 1, 1879, 
certain of these legal-tender notes were pre- 


sented at the Treasury and were paid in gold;

The law on the subject is silent; but the 
legul-tender character haying been given to 
the note originally by act of Congress, and that 
act r declared to be constitutional 
and the exclusive authority and dis- 
cretion of Congress, as a political act, it does 
seem reasonable to suppose that the exclu- 
sive authority to prescribe when, and under 
what circumstances, and In what manner 
the legal-tender character of such notes 
should cease to exist is also in Congress. If 
the act authorizing the issue of legal-tender 
paper was the constitutional action of the 
political branch of the Government, and 
therefore beyond the jurisdiction of the 
Court, then it would seem to follow that 
Congress is in like manner the exclusive 
judge as to when the original necessity 
for .such legal-tender paper notes has 
ceased, and has the exclusive authority to 
declare when and in what manner such 
notes will lose thelr legal-tender funétion. 
If the original making of legal-tender paper 
notes was a case not falling within the scope 
of judicial revision, why is not the question 
of terminating that legal-tender paper also 
within the exclusive discretion of Congress, 
and equally beyond judicial revision by the 
Courts? Must not all proceedings to termi- 
nate the legal character of the greenbacks of 
necessity originate with Congress, and, un- 
til Congress shall take some action in the 
form of legislation, must not the legal-tender 
notes continue in the same condition, and 
have the same legal status which they have
